HOW TO GROW AZALEAS 


Azaleas of all types are easily grown if a few rules 
are followed. They require a good well drained soil 
that has a slight acid reaction. The addition of leat 
mould, peat moss, and in a very heavy, stiff soil, 
a small amount of sand is always beneficial. Leaf 
mould and peat help maintain an acid soil, and a 
mulch of leaves is good to retain moisture and to 
furnish plant food for the next year. Partial shade 
is desirable in planting, but dense shade should be 
avoided. 


Brilliant — A good grower with small, dark green 
leaves. Deep watermelon color, being intermediate 
between Pride of Mobile and Pride of Dorking. Very 
good variety. 


Fielder’s White — Large, pure white flowers early in 
season.

HOW TO GROW CAMELLIAS 


Camellias grow in almost any soil, but they should 
| not be planted in soil containing a great deal of 
lime, or fertilized with a mixture containing lime. 
A well drained, good garden soil, a little acid in 
| reaction is most suitable. Half shady locations are 
| preferable, especially when plants are young; free 
| blooming can not be expected in a place entirely 
| shady. They love a humid atmosphere, and water- 
| ing should not be neglected during hot dry months. 
| Frequent syringing of the leaves helps a great deal.

| Camellias are not difficult to grow. Many fine 

old specimen plants are to be found scattered through- 
| out the Lower South, where they have been growing 
| for years with but little care, and thriving on practi- 
cally all types of land characteristic to the region. 
However, they prefer and do best on a good, well- 
drained soil that has a slight acid reaction. Good 
| garden soil is suitable, but it can be made better 
| by adding leaf mold and peat moss. In heavy, stiff 
| soils a small quantity of sand is also beneficial. Half 
shady location is preferable. 


GRAFTED CAMELLIAS 


Why they are superior to own-root plants 

We are often asked why we cut down fine 
shapely Camellia plants and graft young shoots on 
the remaining trunks. Then, too, we are often asked 
why we charge so much for grafted Camellias. Here 
are the answers: : 


An understock ten to twelve years old will grow 
a top plant from 3 to 4 feet high in one season and 
often will set buds the first year. This vigorous 
growth continues until the top is again in balance 
with the root system, which requires four to six years. 
In other words, by grafting you can have a fine, 
large, rare Camellia in four to six years whereas on 
its own root system it would take twelve to fifteen 
years. The value of the understock used, the losses 
incurred in grafting, the labor and the time required 
to carry out the grafting process, and the care which 
the plants require after growth begins, are reasons 
why prices for grafted plants must be relatively 
higher than those grown on their own roots. We 
cannot recommend grafted plants too highly because 
they are more vigorous in their growth and are more 
resistant to disease than those grown on their own 
roots. It is our custom, as a rule, to graft only when 
we are interested in growing rare varieties and kinds 
which are slow and difficult to propagate.

What You Should NOT Do with 
Azaleas and Camellias 


Do not spray in winter with Oil Emulsion. 


Do not place soil or muck on the surface of the 
ground around Azaleas or Camellias after they have 
been planted. 


Do not permit your plants to remain dry at the 
roots when cold weather is reported. 


Do not cultivate around the roots. 


Do not allow heavy cloth to rest directly on the 
plants in freezing weather. 


Do not over-fertilize your plants at any time. 
(They are naturally slow growers and too much 
fertilizer will weaken them.) 


Do not remove or loosen the burlap on Camellias. 
Do not plant too deep. .Do not plant on mound. 


_ Do not lift the plant by the trunk. 


Do not plant them in poor unsuitable soil, they 


_ will not give satisfactory resutls.
